Tho American Statistical Association 
published recently in its quarterly bulle- 
tin some interestlnii suicide 
statistics 
gathered la New 
England through 
a 
period of thirty years, states the New 
York Times. 
From these statistics it is 
seen that the suicidal tendency is stead- 
ily increasing in the four States of Mass- 
achusetts, Rhode 
Island, 
Connecticut 
and Vermont, 
and 
that the increase 
since 1860 has been at least tea per cent. 
The data presented show that in Massa- 
chusetts, Vermont and 
R lodo 
Island 
the.-o is a very steady and consistent in- 
crease in the rate per million, while in 
Connecticut the increase has been sur- 
prisingly out of proportion, which, the 
•writer says, '4s difliculc to parallel in 
English speaking countries/'From ISJl) 
to 18G5, for example, the avoru'^e num- 
ber of suicides per million in Connecti- 
cut was forty-six, while from 188'J to 
1885 the average was 103, which is far 
in excess of that shown by tho statistics 
of the other States mentioned. 
The fig- 
ures presented b j the association show 
that tho popular belief that the maxi« 
mum tendency toward suicide is found 
in the earlier Ttges is erroneous, and that, 
as a matter of fact, the maximum ten- 
dency for mules, at least, falls between 
seventy and eighty. This result is found 
to bo very consistent throughout each 
successive year. 
The same uniformity 
is not found in the female £ex, in which 
the tendency toward 
suicide is more 
evenly distributed all through life than 
in the male sex. 
April appe.irs from 
these statistics to bo the most propitious 
month for the suicidal ninnia, Taere cau 
be no 
doubt 
that 
the muxiniuui 
is 
reached in that month, as the statistics 
in all tho States produce the same re- 
sults as to seasonable laws. 
The mini- 
mum number of suicides in the New 
England States is found to have 
oc- 
currsd in the mouth of February. Hang- 
ing may be said to ba the most popular 
method of suicide for males and 
poison 
for females, 
A glance through the stu* 
tistics ihows that men 
prefer 
poison 
next to hanging, 
with 
"cutting 
the 
throat" and ^»firearms aud other 
weap- 
onb" next in order. 
Women use poism 
principally next to hanging and drown- 
ine.

der. 
Tho parts retained and preserved, 
dried or in liquid, varied according to 
tribal notions. 
With some it was the 
heart, that was t h o u g h t 
to be too sacrftd 
for cremation or burial; with others, the 
liver, ears, nose, tongue or lingers.

Tartars of ¡¿OUU year» ago preserved only 
the thumb and too nails of ther dead,— 
St. Louii Republic.

clctn straw to be^fradually coolcd down 
to the temperature of the CATO. 
They 
then ffo to the »altinjc room, where they 
nro rubbed with salt oa oue face, wnicli 
is turned to the ground; a second oheeao 
is salted in the same way on one iace and 
laid on the first; a third one is then 
salted and laid on the second one. 
In 
this way the cave is filled with cheesca. In 
twenty-four hours the cheeses are salted 
on the other face and reversed and 
placed as before. 
This frequent rovers- 
ing is to keep a certain quantity of mois- 
ture in the cheese and develop 
the 
growth of the special funcrus which has 
been sown in the curd. 
This is the com- 
mon green mold, Pcnclllium glaucum. 
In forty-eipht hours more the cheeses 
become viscous and are rubbed with a 
ccarse cloth and a^ain pil d as before. 
In two days more the fungus has spread 
throucch the cheese and appears on the 
outside as a sticky pasty matter. 
This 
is scraped off with knives, with a thin 
stratum of the crust, which is sold as an 


article of food. 


The cheeses are now sorted, the most 
solid being placed pn the Uoor and the 
others on them in threes, as before. 
In 
eiiht days they become covered with a 
ycllowish-red mold, and this with a for- 
estof minute veselation of white mildew. 
This is scraped off and given to pig?. 
In twelve days more a second scraping 
(racla^e) is given, the best cheeses mak- 
ing the growth of fungus most quickly. 
They undergo this process frequently as 
the mold gathers, until the character of 
it changes, showing that the condition 
ot the curd has changed. 
First, the 
red mold that appears on cream in damp 
dairies, and known by its circular spots 
of red, and then a dense blue moldcovei 
the cheeses and announce the completion 
of the curing. 
The cheeses are then 
finally scraped, wiped, and wrapped in 
tinfoil, which excludes the air, and are 
then ready for market. 


As the curing proceeds, those chec3e9 
that indicate superior quality by the ap- 
pearance of the mold on them are kept 
separate and held for a later sale, when 
the exquisite flavor so highly valued be- 
comes developed, and taese are sold at 
the highest prices. 


This whole process, intricate as it is, 
has been learned during no ore knowj 
how many centuries, but at least twenty. 
It has been taught 
by father to son, oi 
mother to daugUter, and by this lon'^ 
practice perfection has been 
reached. 
But with our present 
knowledge of the 
changes wrought by the action of these 
minute plants pn the uitrogenou3 mat- 
ter of the cird, there will be no dif- 
ficulty in formulating a method of mak- 
ing this cheese that will prod ice a quab 
ity equal to the origrinal, if the means ot 
controlling the curing by temperature 
and moisture are provideii. 


It will be noticed by the expert in 
cheese-making that this variety owes iU 
character principally to the fact that the 
curing of It depends upon the culture in 
the cheese and not on it of the fungi by 
which the changes in the curd are pro- 
duced. 
It is, iu fact, similar in this re- 
spect to the equally rich and fine Stilton 
of England, which is inoculated with 
the fungus by inserting skewers dipped 
in a preparation of the mold or by placmg 
in the cur J fr&gments of the fungus as 
it is placed in the mold.

OQUEFORT cheese 
is 
made 
^ 
from ewe's milk in a most 
^ ^ 
interesting manner. The sheep 
have been bred alwayt 
for 
their milkinEr quality, and the bulk of 
the cheese is yet made of this kind of 
milk, but recently, as the demand for it 
has increased, some cow's milk is used, 
without any difference materially in the 
quality of the product. 
It is not 
the 
milk, or any special preparation of it, 
upon which the character of the cheese 
depends, but the unique process of cur- 
ing in these caves, in which the temper- 
ature is precisely the same every day in 
the year; the atmosphere is pure and of 
an unchangeable moisture, so that the 
apccial germs which cause the fermenta- 
tion always act in precisely the sanie 
way, and thus the cheese never varies in 
quality. 
So that 
whether cow's 
or 
Btiecp sor «oat's milk is used, the cheese 
is always Roquefort. 


The mountain on which the village of 
Roquefort, France, is situated, is called 
Larzac, and is about twenty-five miles in 
length and nearly 3000 feet high. 
The 


s o i l is chiefiy limestone and the fertility 
of it is only moderate. The natural pas- 
ture is thin, but it is made up by crops 
of clover, saufoin, lucern and mixed 
grains, as tares and oats, or rye and peas. 
These mixed crops, under good culture, 
yield abundantly, and afford the larger 
part of the subsistence of the sheep, of 
which about 300,000 arc kept to supply 
the milk. 
By close breeding this race 
of sheep has become specially prolific of 
milk, rich in fat and casclne, having five 
and seven per cent, respectively of these 
elements of cheese. It is not so sweet as 
cow's milk. 


This cheese is what we call a *'half 
akim," that is, the evening's milk is 
skimmed after being heated 
to near 
boiling, and set until the morning. ^ The 
fresh milk and the skimmed evenings 
milk are wanned up to ninety degrees 
and then curdled by the addition of a 
large spoonful of rennet to fifty quarts 
or 120 pounds of milk. 
Tae heating 
and the quantity of 
rennet used are 
varied as the weather may be warm or 
damp, as this has some etfect upon the 
behavior of the milk as is well known to 
cheesemakers. 
The curd, when suffi- 
ciently firm, is cut to liberate the whey, 
which is dipped off, and the curd is lift- 
ed into the moulds. 
These are of earth- 
enware, and glazed, cylindrical in form, 
and pierced with holes for the drainage 
of the whey. 
They are eight inches in 
diameter and three and a half deep, thus 
making a cheese that weighs five pounds 
when "fully cured. 
As the molds are 
filled, the curd is inoculated with a fer- 


m e n t made of dried moldy bread poiv- 
dercd, this being well distributed among 
the curd by the finger» as the curd is 
placed in the mold. 
The 
curd is 
heaped above the edge of the 
mold 
three inches, so that as it shrinks the 
cheese will just fill the mold.^ 


A second mold is then filled in the

which serves to press it and get rid of 
the excess of moisture from ic. 
AVhen 
this has been effected, the cheese will 
have shrunk within the limits of its 
mold. 
The whey drains 
from

cheeses into channels cut in the 
table 
upon which they are laid, and is re- 
moved. 
The apartment in which this 
work is done ia an outer cave, inclosed 
by n wall in front. 


Here the cheese stays until it is drained 
of the whey, being turned twice a day. 
A special part of the process at this staga 
is the warming and moistening of tne 
rooms by means of vessels tilled with 
steaming warm water, frequently re- 
plenished. 
About three days completes 
the drainage of the cheese, and it is then 
moved to the drying room, which is an 
airy, cool apartment furnished 
with 
tables covered with cloths on which the 
cheeses freed from the molds are laid. 
They are tuned morning and evening 
for two or three days, when they are 
taken into the caves for the special treat, 
ment to which they are subjected, and 
«vhichbasthe elfcct of giving to this 
raw curd a delicate and delicious iluvor 
4nd mellowness. 


The caves being formed by the dis- 
placement, fracture,and heaping together 
of a vast number of rocks, are made up 
of an intricate labyrinth of open spacer 
ind narrow passages, through which cur- 
rents of cold air are continually passing. 
These air currents are controlled 
by 
closing up some of the passaj;e3, leaving 
openings that may be closed or shut as 
che wind outside may make desirable. 
Some of the spaces are arched over with 
masonry, but all are profoundly dark, 
and the visitiir sees only the little glim- 
mering lights flickering in the darkness 
AS he passes the open portal of one of the 
Daves where the women, dimly seen, are 
icraping the mold from the checses or 
curning^them or moistening them, and iu 
;heir c'urious ways aiding the wonderful 
jerms at work to eilect tuoslow changes 
m the curd. 


The temperature of the caves is kept 
it sixty degrees by the use of the venti- 
lators, and the moisture is sustained at a

LUMrV JXW IS CATTLE. 


Doctor De Salmon, Chief of the Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, returned to Wash- 
ington from Chicago,when he concluded 
the experiments whicii had been iu pro- 
gress in that city to teat the effect of 
treatment of lumpy jaw 
in 
cattle. 
Eighty-live cattle were slaughtered, all 
of which had been alleclcd with this dis- 
ease, and slxtv-eight were found to be 
completely cured. 


This is even better than the showing 
made when the first lot of 1ÜÜ animals 
were killed, which showed sixty-three 
per cent, of cures.

TAUGHT WITHOUT LOSS OF TEMPEH. 
If this process were patented a fortune 
would be deserved by the 
discoverer, 
who has successfully practised it for 
years: 
Let the calf suck till three or 
four days old; then tie it securely to a 
post or stake with a short strap or rope. 
Pour about a pint of warm milk into a 
vessel in which the calf is to be fed, 
setting this vessel in a low square 
box 
near the calf, to prevent the milk being 
tipped over. 
Direct the calf's attention 
to the milk by stirring it with the hand 
and putting a few drops to its mouth. 
Leave the calf alone and in a short time 
the milk will be gone, 
and no more 
trouble will be experienced in teaching 
the calf to drink. Only a small quantity 
of milk should be used at first, as a calf 
always jams its nose clear to the bottom 
of the vessel in which it is fed and be- 
gins to suck. 
The quantity should be 
increased, as desired, and it will soon 
learn to eat oilcake or millfeed, 
which 
should be given dry, not mixed with the 
milk, no d a n g e r of scours thus occurring. 
—Michigan Farmer.

even if you have been unsuccessful with 
early tomatoes heretofore. 
Try again.

OUNAilENTAL HEDOES. 


In most progressive towns it has be- 
come tne custom to do away with fences, 
especially those dividing tne street from 
the yard fronting the house, 
Whiic it 
is an open question whether or not this 
IS good policy, we are creatures of imita- 
tion and are very apt to follow our neigh- 
bors. 
It is generally conceded, however, 
that there should be some dividing line 
between properties, and nothing is better 
suited for this purpose, or, in fact, for 
any place where a fence is wanted in 
city or town, than a hedge. 


California Privet is a favorite with me 
for hedging, and especially near the ocean 
where it is more or less difficult, on ac- 
count of the sandy soil, to establish a 
hedge. 
California Privet is nearly or 
quite evergreen, its foliage being of a 
dark, glossy green, the plant ft rapid and 
strong grower and with proper training 
makes a handsome hedge in a short time. 
Usually plants two years old and three 
to four feet high are best; ray method is 
to plant in double rows, setting the rows 
and plants about six inches apart. 
This 
makes a dense hedge in two years. After 
planting cut back to within eight or 
twelve inches of the ground, which will 
cause the plants to grow more bu^hy. 


The privet is not a defensive hedge, 
and if one is needed to keep out stock 
or other trespassers it should be of Osage 
Orange or Cydonia Japónica 
(Japan 
Quince) both of which have a thorny 
growth very unpleasant to come in con- 
tact with. The Japan Quince is a flower- 
ing shrub and is extremely pretty as ii 
hedge if kept neatly trimmed. 
One 
trouble had with hedges is setting the 
plants too far apart; while they must not 
be set close enough to crowd each other 
out, the distance apart should be only 
that needed for proper growth, —iho 
Housewife* 


TOMATO OaOWiKQ, 


Comparatively few farmers have the 
advantage of a greenhouse or even a hot 
bed to raise early plants for the garden. 
Tomatoes, the most prized of all vegeta- 
bles, make too slow growth for summer 
use unless they are started earlier than 
they can be put in the open ground.

Last Tuesday night a tragedy oc- 
curred at Stoverstown, that greatly 
excited all that part of Codorus town- 
ship. 
Daniel L. Hamm, aged 45, a 
carpenter and cigarmaker, shot Mrs. 
Glatfelter, wife of ft neighbor, and 
then killed himself, the cause being 
jealousy. 
Hamm bad a wife and nine 
two of whom are married. 
Across 
the street lived Sylvester Glatfelter, a 
retired farmer, with a young wife and 
three children. 
Hanam and 
Mrs. 
Glatfelter's intimacy had caused ialk 
in the villai'e for some time; at last he 
became jealous and showed anger if 
he saw any other man talking to her. 
Mr. Glatfelter was of course ignorant 
of this state of afiaii^s. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock Tuesday 
evening Hamm and his wife went over 
to Glatfelter's to spend the evening, 
and found a young man of the neigh- 
borhood conversing with Mrs. Glat- 
felter. This appeared to anger Hamm 
so much that he left the house in a 
passion and went home. 
The 5'oung 
man in a short time departed, Mrs. 
Glatfelter going with him to the door 
and conversing with him outside. 
All 
this time Hamm was watching the 
pair, and when the visitor left Hamm 
saiil, "That is enough." 


The woman went into the house, 
where her mother, Mrs, Locisa Mar- 
tin, Mrs. Hamm 
and 
Mrs. Lydia 
Hamm were all sitting, and in a short 
time Hamm came in in a rage. 
He 
rushed up to Mrs, Glatfelter, attempt- 
ed to clutch her by tho throat, and 
(old her he had been thinking of do- 
ing something like this for some time, 
and thought that this would be as 
good a time as anj'. 
He pointed his 
revolver—a 38 calibre—at 
her 
and 
fired. 
The woman bent forward and 
the revolver being pointed downward 
the ball took effect in the thigh of the 
left leg. 
Seeing thnt his shot had 
failed, Hamm aimed for her head. 
She threw up her right hand, but he 
grasped her hand, wh«n the pistol 
went off, the ball striking Mrs. Glat- 
felter's wrist, passing through it and 
entering Mr. Hamm'e hand. 
The 
woman's nose was burned and her 
face was smeared with blood. 
She 
gave a shriek and fell 
apparently 
dead on the floor. Hamm, believing 
he had killed her went home. 
His 
wife followed, and when she got in- 
to the house she heard a shot upstairs. 
Rushing up she found her husband 
lying on the floor in the agonies of 
death. 
Help was summoned and al- 
though everything possible was done 
he died in about twenty-five minutes. 
He bad shot himself through the right 
car, the ball penetrating the brain. 


The woman's injuries are not dan- 
gerous. Hamm is said to have threat 
ened to bodily barm more than one 
person ou account of this woman.

The jury rendered a 
verdict of suicide.

Like mosc of the other 
foreign villajes at the fair, it will at- 
tempt to show the exact condition and 
occupation of the natives in their home«. 
The East Indian colony, however, has 
gone into the business more extensively 
than any of the others, for it will put up 
forty or more houses tor the natives to 
live in and bring about Í3ÜÜ people to 
Chicago, 


Many of these will tend the shops and 
booths: others will m^\ke bamboo boxes 
and trinkets, while still another 
partj 
will give all kinds of performances in a 
theatre to bo built in the villane, 
W. 
R. Garrison, one of the gentlemen in 
charge of the villanie, sayi ttie sultan of 
Solo was only induced to permit his 
favorite players to come to the fair after 
much persuasion and repeated sugges- 
tions that the island would profit greatly 
by an inllus of foreign capitalis ts after 
the fair. 


*'The native athletes and dancing men 
and women give very interesting per 
formances." 
Mr. Garrison said. 
*»The 
troop we have secured is one that haq 
served to amuse the sultan of Solo for 
several years. 
A large band of gong 
players attached to the sultan's estab- 
lishment is coming with the company. 
Chief Illatas- will bring about lüO na- 
tives with 
him, 
principally workmen 
and shop tenders. 
This crowd will put 
up the houses, arrange the 
merchan- 
dise and prepare for the coming of the 
theatrical contingent and the women and 
children. 
The women will not mike 
the trip until after cold weather. 


**rhe village will bo given a natural 
a])pearance by surrounding it by a grove 
of palm trees in which scores ac monk- 
eys and parrots will live. 
An auklung 
orchestra is coming with the sultan's 
players. 
This is an orchestra composed 
of men who use the simplest instrument 
known to the islanders. 
It is a hollow 
.bamboo rod in which a wooden ball is 
placed. 
By seizing 
this rod in the 
centei and shaking it violently the ball 
produces a variety of tones according to 
lis distance from the end of the' rod. 
It requires an expert to manipulate the 
instrument and the tones produced are 
more musical than 
might be imagined, 


^^These natives are great kite Üyers," 
Mr. Garrison continued, and their con- 
tests are very interesting. 
Some of the 
men have queer kites formed like ani- 
mals. 
Others put wheels of many colors 
in their kites and odd 
figures, 
Caief 
Illatis will brmg back u number of black 
tigers, wild butlalo and other animals 
along. 
The bulTalo will be^ used to 
grind rice and other food for the colony. 


'»The head hunters of Sumatra are an 
interesticg tribe. 
While in Java I was 
told that they iiijht only with short, 
heavy swords, and that they never strike 
except to cut oíí the head of an adver- 
sary. 
My informant said that old war- 
riors of tnis tribe drove a certam number

'»Wehave ulso secured a number ot 
tree dwellers who live m bamboo baskets 
ewuncf Irom the limbi of trees. 
These 
people have but one weapon, a long 
blowpipe. 
It 14 about seven feet long 
and the little arrows they shoot go as 
straight as a lu let."

WOMEN. 


The Whiskered Female of Sp»ln Who If 
RaUins: Bearded Girls. 


T h e subject of this Illustration Is a 
Spanish woman born In Catalonia. 
She is 38 years old, and has seven 
children, all of whom, girls as well as 
boys, show a strong predilection for 
raising profuse hirsute 
ornaments. 
Anomalies of this kind have been 
found in the remotest ages. Phajtuse, 
the wife of l^ythias, and Namysica, 
Gorgippa's 
better 
half, 
possessed 
quite respectable beards. Riolan, one 


of the first anatomists, relates having 
seen in Paris a little German girl, 4 
years and 6 months old, who bad d 
beard, and whose whole body wag 
covered with soft, downy hair. 
In 
his '*Tralto do PAnthopography" he 
mentions a young lady at the court 
of t h e Austrian Archduchess who in 
her earliest childhood began to grow 
a beard and mustache of enormous 
proportions. 
Charles X I I . had in his 
army a female soldier who was taken 
prisoner after the battle of Puttawa, 
transported to llussia, and shown to 
the Czar. According to the historians 
of t h a t period this woman's beard 
was more than a yard long. 
The 
Greeks represented their Venus oi 
Cyprus 
with 
a thick 
beard. 
The 
Spanish woman who is the subject ol 
the sketch has never been seen in 
museums. 
She lives quietly at home 
nursing her beard and raising an in- 
teresting family of bearded girls. 


How Werdi Ch»ng;e» 


Language is the result of ages of 
grbwth. 
Word after word has been 
added to the previous stock—some of 
them now invent lon%, as now things 
have bren dlscovorerl or brought into 
use, others bub perversions or varia- 
tions of terms already familiar. 
Tho 
process of 
word-making 
and 
word- 
transformation has boon ^^arried on, 
not by scholars only, but by the con)- 
mon people, with the natural 
result 
that many words have curious his- 
Lories. 
As 
a writer 
in 
Chambers* 
Journal remarks, "People must have 
words which they can understand and 
recall," and thcv an? not scrupulous 
as to the means by which they obtah» 
them. 


Take the common word **titmou3o,'' 
A 
chlckadec. 
The 
first 
syllable 
means something stnall, and the two 
together 
ought 
to mean 
a 
little 
mouse. 'But the word was formerly 
"titmose," "mose" meaning a 
little 
bird. 
Somebody—there Is no know- 
ing who—changed the name to "tit- 
mouse." 
The new form tickled tho 
popular ear; by and by it was gener- 
ally accepted; then the old and true 
form went out of use altogether, and 
the plural, which ought to be "tit- 
mouses," bccame "titmice." 


Long ago when 
a certain article 
made of sturgeons' bladders came in- 
to use in England» it was known bv^ 
Its Dutch name ••huizpnblas," t h a t Is, 
**sturgeon-bladder." 
T h e 
term 
was 
a meaningless one to English cars, 
and 
by 
some moans or other was 
tratwformed into the word which we 
all 
know, "isi nglass." 
The change 
was precisely like t h a t which in some 
quarters has ttirned "asparagus" Int/ 
"sparrow-grass." 


In the same manner tJie old word 
•'berfry," 
whlali 
means 
simply 
a 
watch-tower, 
was transformed into 
••belfry." 
I t became tho custom to 
hang bells in such towers, and by 
common consent a change of spcllinf 
followed. 


What is the derivation of the word 
•'steelyard"? 
Most readers would re- 
reply without hesitation that It must 
liave been invented as the name of u 
certain 
familiar 
instrument 
for 
weighing, an 
Instrument 
made 
of 
steel, and about three feet in length. 


In point of iact, however, the word 
meant In the beginning nothing bu6 
the yard, or court, in London, where 
the 
continental 
traders sold 
their 
steel. 
In this yard, of course, there 
was some kind of balancc for weigh- 
ing the metal—a steel-yard balance. 


Language 
Is full of such case^i. 
^'Blindfold" has nothing to do with 
the act of folding something over the 
eyes, but is "blindlolled," or struck 
blind. 
"Buttery" has no connection 
with butter, but is, or was, a "bot- 
tlery," a place for bottles. 


A "blunderbuss" was not an awk- 
ward or inetticient weapon, but on the 
contrary was so terrible as to be called 
a 
"donderbus," 
that 
is to say. a 
"thunderbox" 
or 
"thunder-barrel." 
The advancc'Jn the art of war is ha|> 
plly—or unhappily—typilled by the 
fact t h a t a weapon once fo terrible 
has become 
an 
object of ridicule. 
Will the world ever find our presen/ 
iron-clads and mortars nothing 
bul 
things to laugh at?

nicNovATixa OLU FEATHEU^^. 


The best wny to renovate old feathers 
Is to put theoi irotu the ticks into a bin- 
rcl of hot fiuds. They should be shaken 
out under the water after 
thoroughly 
washing them in two or three barrels of 
Buds. 
Rinse them thoroughly. 
Spread 
them on a clean sheet on the floor in a 
email, warm room after wriuiriug 
them 
thoroughly in a cloth to extract all the 
moisture that can be taken out in 
this 
-way. 
Leave them over uight to dry on 
the sheet, then remove them to another 
and beat with a stick, tying a veil over 
the face and head to prevent 
breathing 
the fluff or the feathers that rises. 
In a 
few days the feathers will be line and 
dry. 
They can also be dried by putting 
them in a bag of white mosquito netting 
hanging them in the sun and turning and 
beating them occasionally. 
If one lives 
near a steam renovating establishment it 
is better to send the pillow there, 
as 
they only charge fltty cents a pillo»v to 
renovate them.—New York World. 


How U tittifi4 a Woman's Ag-e. 


A volume of memoirs has juit been 
published givini; the experieinoM of a 
French President of 
Assizes. 
It bcir« 
curioui testimony to the inaccuracy of 
women on the subject of their own ages. 
As the writer's information it from the 
calender, he speaks only of the criminal 
clashes. 
The only instances in which he 
flnds correct dates given by women are 
when 
they are 
under 
twenty-iive or 
over eighty five. At

the forties, they bodily set them down in 
the 
thirties, 
but 
conscience 
asscr^ini» 
itself, they keep as near the truth as they 
can and fix them at thirty-nine. 
Whether 
male criminals do the same the magistrate 
does not st»te.—L'^ndon News.
